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Unless  it  has  rained  by  the  time  this  Bulletin  makes  its  appearance,  I want 
to’urge  upon  everyone  who  planted  any  trees  this  last  fall,  to  be  sure  and  water 
them,  the  ground  is  so  dry  that  all  trees  and  shrubs  are  suffering  from  want 
of  moisture,  all  trees  should  go  into  the  winter  thoroughly  soaked  with  water. 

Street  trees  in  the  Borough  and  Villages,  are  becoming  to  be  a nuisance 
and  a menace  to  pedestrians;  why  this  is  tolerated,  I do  not  understand,  the 
sidewalks  and  streets  should  be  clear  of  all  impediments,  whether  they  be 
trees  or  sign  boards,  or  any  kind  of  obstructions. 

If  anything  protrudes  down  over  the  sidewalk  to  catch  one’s  hat  or  ears, 
it js  a nuisance,  and  should  be  removed,  most  of  the  street  trees  are  too  low 
branched,  these  trees  were  planted,  grew,  and  have  received  no  further  atten- 
tion, and  have  attained  shapes  that  are  not  becoming  a fine  street  tree. 

Street  trees  should  forever  be  shapely,  prim  and  in  general  have  an 
orderly  appearance. 

There  is  a place  for  everything  one  often  hears,  and  I believe  it’s  true,  but 
when  a tree  is  planted  on  a street,  it  must  be  remembered  it  is  to  perform  a 
singular  duty,  that  of  giving  shade,  and  in  general  add  to  the  appearance  of  the 
immediate  surroundings. 

It  does  not  matter  what  variety  of  trees  are  planted  on  the  street,  or 
what  the  habit  and  character  of  the  trees  may  be,  it  must  not  interfere  with 
pedestrians  or  the  traffic  under  it. 

When  the  trees  have  become  too  low  branched,  the  lower  limbs  should  be 
cut  off,  and  this  does  no  harm  to  any  street  tree,  it  causes  the  tree  to  raise  its 
top,  and  thus  become  safe  and  even  more  beautiful,  for  what  is  finer  than  an 
avenue  or  street  planted  with  tall  trees  and  especially  when  these  trees  are  kpet 
in  order,  properly  shaped  and  pruned. 

Whatever  may  or  may  not  be  done  for  them  they  should  be  trimmed 
high  enough  so  they  do  not  endanger  people  walking  or  driving  under  them, 
automobiles  have  been  wrecked  and  persons  seriously  injured  because  some 
people  were  unwilling  to  cut  off  the  lower  limbs  of  the  trees  along  the  street, 
the  results  were  lawsuits  and  heavy  damages. 

I know  of  a street  in  our  own  Borough,  that  has  been  the  talk  of  the  town 
because  it  is  such  a uniform  avenue  of  shade  trees,  and  a most  pleasant  place 
to  walk  through  on  a hot  summer  day,  but  that  is  fast  changing,  on  a rainy 
day  when  the  foliage  is  on  the  trees,  the  limbs  heavy  with  water,  and  hanging 
so  low  that  one  can  hardly  walk  along  the  sidewalk,  big  trucks  can  only  drive 
in  the  trolley  tracks,  often  to  the  confusion  of  the  touring  cars. 

All  this  can  be  corrected,  and  sooner  or  later  will  be  corrected  when  an 
accident  happens,  then  it  must  be  corrected,  why  wait,  and  why  neglect  the 
trees  on  the  street,  if  you  do  nothing  else  for  them,  make  them  safe,  it  will  at 
least  show  a consideration  for  the  passerby,  and  the  public  in  general. 

Make  your  trees  safe  by  cutting  off  the  lower  limbs.

The  weather  has  suddenly  turned  cold,  but  not  too  cold  to  plant  trees  and 
shrubbery,  any  kind  of  trees  may  still  be  planted  with  perfect  safety. 

It  is  important  to  do  all  the  planting,  especially  in  big  trees  all  through 
the  winter,  because  there  is  more  time  for  this  sort  of  work  than  there  is  in 
spring,  for  much  of  this  kind  of  work  is  postponed  until  spring  and  then  has  to 
be  postponed  again  because  there  is  not  enough  labor  to  be  had  to  do  this  work. 

Hedges  can  be  planted  any  time  in  winter  just  so  long  as  it  is  possible  to 
dig,  if  the  ground  is  frozen  too  deep,  then  it  is  impractical  to  do  it,  but  so  long 
as  the  ground  can  be  dug  up  and  the  earth  shoveled  around  the  roots  of  the 
plants,  it  is  safe  to  plant  any  kind  of  hedges. 

Japanese  Berbery  is  the  hardiest  of  them  all,  and  one  cannot  make  a 
mistake  in  planting  this  hedge  anywhere,  on  top  of  a bank  or  on  the  side  of  a 
terrace  it  gets  a hold  and  grows  and  always  proves  satisfactory  no  matter 
where  it  is  planted,  but  when  planting  a hedge,  be  sure  and  trim  it,  keep  it  in 
shape,  if  it  is  to  be  prim  and  formal.
